DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and 
accompanying remarks dated 05/14/07. The amendments to Claims 19 and 31 have 
been entered. In light of Applicant's amendments, the interview and accompanying 
remarks are sufficient to overcome all previously made objections/rejections, which 
are now withdrawn. As requested by Applicant the IDS dated 05/04/05 is being 
remitted herewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 19-36 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1 -18. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although, 
the cited reference of Toyoda appears to be the closest prior art, it does not teach or 
suggest the combination of the features set forth in claims 19 and 31 . Thus, there was 
no prior art found that teaches or suggests is the various weave structures in the 
specific sequential arrangement as set forth in claims 19 and 31.
